Villages Drowned lly Seismic and Vo-

lcanic Disturbances in thecv
Hebrides Group

YicToniA, B. C. Dec. 13. Tho Australian
steamer Warimoo, which arrived yesterday,
brings startling news that a majority of tho
Islands of the New Hebrides group are pass-

ing through a baptism of fire, earthquakes,
and volcanic threatening tho
very existence of seeral of tho largest nnd
best islands, including Ambrym, celebrated
for the excellence of its coffeeJ

On the latter an entire village or nnthes
was recently carried into the sea.
the loss of lire teing estimated at sixty to
sevcuty-flv- e men, womon, andch'" " n, while
in others of the group fatalities t.

A layer of ashes Jrom two to sJ. mckes denp
covers tho once fertile fields. At Epi. on N-
ovember, thoro was a bevero earthquake in
tho early morning, which opened an cntiro
volcanic crater on the west side ol Ambrym,
and on the next dav the whole island trem-
bled.

On tho 13th of November an earthquake
shock rocked Ambrym Irora cast to west,
causing tho ground "on which stood a small
native village to slump with tho houses of
the inhabitants into tho hen.

THE CURRENCY PLAN.

It Is Still Under Discussion lly the Finan-
ciers at the Capitol.

The hearings before the Banking and Cur-

rency Committeo are dwindling in attraction
and interest. There was barely a quorum in
attendance wncn tho committeo met yester-

day. Letters were read from W. B.
Dana, of tho New York Commercial and
Financial Chronicle, and B. B. Ferris, of tho
Bank of New York, expressing doubt as to
tho wisdom of pending p!an.

President Cornwall, of tho New York
Banking Association, thought tho green-
backs nod Treasury notes outstanding should
be redoomed, but ttmt he would perform th s
redemption with low-ra- te bonds. Ho also
said bo did not consider that part of Secre-
tary Carlisle s plan relating to tho retire-
ment of Treasury notes sufficiently definite.
Ho said that a" return to State lank notes
would bring about a revival of counterfeit-
ing, now reduce I to a minimum. He wa at
the head of a State I ank, yet he thought uni-
formity in the currency and in banking
could best bo secured by a national system.

In the afternoon a paper from Mr. A. B.
Hepburn, of New York, of
the Currency, was read, in which he argued
in favor of tiie Baltimore plan.

A paper was read by Mr. William Doris-wor-

of the New York Journal of Com-

merce, who rerarded tho;Carlislc bill un-

favorably, and wwit at length into an ex-

haustive presentation ot tho methods of tank-
ing in this country, and found that tho pres-
ent financial conditions were due. anions
other things, to tho fact that tho bond form
of guarantee has teen found incompatible
with the elasticity of issue; that owing to tho
obstructive restraints tho volume of nationnl
bank notes caDnot bo readily augmented to
meet public emergencies, and that for these
and other reasons tho national bank circula-
tion had shrunk to one-ha- lf its foimer vol-
ume, while the public requirements for money
have been inc.iasiug.

He said that it was manifestlv desirable to
adopt a courf-- least calculated to disturb ex--
isting banking arrangements that need no
change, but that the power of issuiug notes
should bo conceded to the banks operaling'
under State laws, conditioned upon the terms
that they shah conform to the terms of issuo
imposed upon tho nationnl banks, thereby
securing from nil banks a uniform circula-
tion.

Veitch, of Alexaidria. Prevented

Fljrce and Bolan's Bint,

DEAF TO ALL ENTREATIES

Half an Hour's Persuasion Was
Wasted Uoun the Law OFFicer.

Crowd of Assembled Sports PleadeL Togged,

and Swore I: Had No Effect Tfcsy Had
Faid Tfceir LI0E07 and Wanted to See
Seme "Jan," but Had to Go Home Dis-

gruntled and Disgusted With the Law.

Tho strong arm of tho law wa3 rut, between
the gloved" fists of Jack Bolan and Eddio
Pierce at tho Eureka Atnletie Club last night,
and notwithstanding any amount of jaw
work and heavy kickintr from the sporting
fraternity, gathered there it did cot como
down until the fighters had dispersed.

In other words, Sheriff Veitch. of Alexan-

dria county, unexpectedly camo to the front,
as he has lately been doing across the river,
and obduratelyderlared that he would not
allow any Iteht to take place.

The star event of the evening wa3 then an-
nounced, and Jack and Eddie jumped over
rones, toos. th-d- r corners, and everybodyheld
his Ireath. After sn hour'- argument the
men had agreed upon Mr. Henry King, of
th.s city, a3 referee, and when he stepped to
the front there wa3 a roar of applause, which
grew into a chorus of groans of dissatisfaction
when tho well-kno- .ace and formof Sheriff
Veitch was seen at tho ringside.

Tho sheriff liftPti his hand and also his
voice nbote tho uprour and in the name of
tho law; by tho authority vested In him, tho
sheriff of Alexandria county, eommanded
that the fighters desist, and more of the same
sort, which, howqver, was lost in the din and
confusion that followed

Sherii'f Veitch was at once the center of a
howling, bawling, gesticulating. vocirerating,
swearing jf.Qb ol disappointed sportsmen.
They shoved and pushed and slapped at each
others' heads on the principle of a fight at an
Iirsh fa'r.
